Office has issued a bulletin which furnishes 
Statistics as to sentences imposed by the 
courts upon prisoners in the penitentiaries. 
Of 45,238 prisoners in penitentiaries, 63 were 
not sentenced, 2,486 were serving sentences 
of less than one year, 39,757 had been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for a definite term of 
years, 2,688 for life, 12 during 
their minority and 6 were un- 
Ger sentence of death awaiting execution. 
A tendency to greater severity of sentence Is 
apparent in the South and West. The aver- 
age sentence of a native white convict of 
native parents is five years and two hundred 
and eight days, of a foreign-born convict 
five years and one hundred and ninety-three 
days and of a colored convict six years and 
one hundred and eighty-three days. 

The average sentencecf a male convict is 
Ave years and two hundred and eighty-five 
days and of a female convict four years and 
two hundred and fifteen days.

OPPOSITION TO EGAN. 


HIS RECALL WILL FOLLOW REORGANIZATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT. 

VALPARAISO, Sept. 3.—The friends of Amer- 
can Minister Egan are industriously en- 
gaged in the effort to dispel the almost uni- 
versal impression here that he has played the 
part of an offensive partisan of Balmaceda 
all throuzh the war. It is now stated in his 
behalf that it was largely due to Mr. Egan’s 
efforts that the President decided to turn 
over the Government to Gen. Baquedano and 
give up the struggle. The bitter feeling 
against Mr. Egan in particular and Amer- 


icans in general shows no signs of 
abatement The Congressional leaders 
profess to be puzzled at the 


continued refusal of the State Department at 
Washington to recognize their envoys at that 
capital and are generally inclined to attrib- 
ute the tardiness to ulterior motives, though 
just what these may be they do not say. 
There are vague rumors of fat contracts and 
nitrate beds in the air, but nothing definite 
is specified. 

There is little doubt thatas soonas the af- 
fairs of the provisional government are put 
in good running order Mr. Egan’s recall will 
be demanded. Inthe present state of feel- 
ing it will be impossible for him to properly 
represent his government in Chill any 
longer. 


EGAN STOCK GOING DOWNES. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Egan stock has 
taken atumbile here. Even at the State De- 
partment the admission is now made that 
Egan has systematically deceived the officials 
with regard tothe relative strength of the 
Presidential and Congressional parties in 
Chili. From the first he has maintained—as 
be did to Admiral McCann when the latter 
was instructed to join the Minister in offering 
the good offices of the United States to settle 
the controversy—that Balmaceda could not 
be beaten. His reports to the Department 
have been filled with predictions of the 
early suppression of the rebellion,’’ 
and from first to last he has scouted 
the idea that the insurgents could win. 
The statement is made that Mr. Blame has 
repeatedly endeavored to secure from Egan 
an accurate statement of the situation en- 
tirely devoid of bias and based on facts and 
figures.

Joyce of the 
Third District detailed an officer to remain at 
the house and arrest the midwife as soon as 
she returned. 

Mrs. Tillotson, the mother of the dead 

young wife, and who also lives at No. 1220 
North Sixth street, occupies the unpleasant 
position of being believedto have Known of 
the intention of her daughter to have 
‘@ e¢riminal operation performed which 
should prevent her giving birth to 
a child, and to have concealed 
the fact from the husband until the sad story 
ended in the death of young Mrs. Cavallo. 

The police investigation of the Case prom- 
ises to develop a criminal sensation, with the 
romantic feature ofa clandestine marriage 
attached. A remarkable feature among its 
first developments, however, is that only 
three months ago young Mrs. Cavallo became 
a mother, and it was the discovery of the fact 
that she was again to pass through the suf- 
fering of maternity that led to the criminal 
operation which caused her death. The story 
is one that promises more curious features 
than those appearing at the outset. 

The couple were married about a year ago, 
and it is said the marriage was a clandestine 
one, owing to the opposition of the hus- 
Dand’s relatives. Joseph Cavallo is a must 
cian. He lived at 1109 North Eighth street at 
the time of the marriage, and, itis said, has 
lived there since, while his wife remained 
with her mother at 1220 North Sixth street. 
In June last young Mrs. Cavallo gave birth 
to a child which was sickly and delicate, but 
which is still living. The young mother was 
also in delicate health, but just a week ago 
last Monday she made the unwelcome 
discovery that she was on the way to 
again become a mother. She at once con- 
fided this fact to her mother and to Mrs. 
Livingston, at the same time stating that she 
would not have another child if it could 
possibly be prevented. The two older women 
heard her story and, as a result, Mrs, Living- 
ston, on Aug. A last, accompanied Mrs. 
Cavallo to Midwife McMillan, where, Mrs. 
Livingston alleges, the criminal operation 
was performed. A second visit was made to 
the midwife by Mrs. Cavallo alone, and she 
was given certain medicines at that 
time by the midwife. The result 
of her visits, however, was a sudden 
sickness of so serious a nature that Dr. H. 8. 
Brooks was called into the case. He could 
do nothing, however, and the woman died 
last night after undergoing the most excruci- 
ating agony. 

CAVALLO’'S PROMPT ACTION. 

Joseph Cavallo, the husband, then first 
learned of his wife’s visit to the midwife, 
according to his statement to a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter this morning, and he at once 
tookithe action already stated. Mrs. Tillotson, 
the mother of young Mrs. Cavallo, admitted 
that she knew her daughter was being treat- 
ed by a midwife, but did not kn ew that any- 
thing wrong was done. Mrs. Livingston, who 
took Mrs. Oavallo to the midwife’s, insists 
that Mrs. Tillotson not only Knowthat an 
operation was to be performed, but gave 
Mrs. Livingston the money with which to pay 
the midwife, and stated also that it came 
from Joseph Cavallo, the husband. Mrs. 
Livingston states that young Mrs. Cavallo 
told her that Cavallo flew into a rage when 
he learned that his wife was again to become 
a mother and that it was that fact which 
caused the young wife to resort to a midwife 
for prevention. 

**1 will not bear him another child!’’ cried 
Mrs. Cavallo, according to that story. He 
doesn’t want it and I will do anything to 
prevent it! 

Mrs. Livingston also says that on the occa- 
sion of the Visit to the midwife Mrs. Cavallo 
was in the operating! room only a few 
minutes, and that she was able to return to 
her home immediately after the operation.

AN ADVANCE IN COAL. 


THE PRICE RAISED A CENT AND A HALF 
A BUSHEL. 


Reasons for the Raise as Explained by 
Wholesale Dealers—The Retailers Are 
Incensed Over the Suddén Advance— 
Will Go Higher. 


The sudden and extreme rise in the price 
of coal has given rise to startling rumors as 
towhatthe ultimate price will be, andis 
causing much dissatisfaction among retail 
dealers. On Sept. 1 the Consoli 
dated Coal Co., one of the larg- 
est, if not the largest, mining 
corporations, having headquarters in St. 
Louis, ratsed the price of common coal from 
6 cents a bushel to7% cents abushel. This 
unusual raise at a period when people are 
laying in their winter supply has caused 
much kicking allalong the line, and given 
raise to miuch apprehension on the part of 
the poorer classes who fear that coal will go 
still higher. 
WHAT MR. CLULEY SAYS. 

To ascertain the cause of the sudden rise, a 
Post-Di1sPaTCH reporter called at the office of 
the Consolidated Coal Co., in the Laclede 
Bullding, at Olive and Fourth streets. He 
He was shown intothe private office of Mr. 
J. F. Cluley, sales agent for the company. 

„Why don’tyou ask the dry goods mer- 
chants, grocerymen and others why they 
raise their prices?’’ asked Mr. Cluley, pleas- 
antly. 

Every year, usualy 

the coal merchant, the 
price of coal advances. The 
domestic trade begins then. That is, persons 
laying in their winter’s supply. Of late years 
this trade has been comingina little later 
than usual. This year it did not set in until 
the last few days in August. The practice 
has been heretofore to raise the price of coal 
a halfa cent about Aug. 15, another half cent 
again Sept. 10, and another half cent Oct. 1. 

‘*This year there being no demand for coal 
in August, the market did not warrant the 
raising of the price. By no demand, 
I mean none of this domestic 
trade. Wwe decided instead ot the 
three raises to make a raise of 1 
cent a bushel on Sept. 1, which \i think will 
| doubtless be the prevailing price of coal for 
the winter. I think the figures will rule 
until Jan. 1. 

„A great many people think there isa 
fortune in coal continued Mr. Cluley. 
„But let me show you’’ and the gentleman 
turned to his desk and drew to him 
a block of blank paper. We lose money 
on coal during the summer months. If it 
were not for Keeping the men about the 
mines it would be better not to operate them 
during the summer months. Small operators 
give the men the option of working for so 
much or shutting downthe mine. We don’t 
do that. 

Now It costs 50 cents a ton for mining the 
coal, and Mr. Cluley marked the figures 
down. Then there is 12% cents for top 
work. That is handling it on the top of the 
pit, loading it in cars, etc. Then there is 4 
cents for railroad freight. That is what it 
costs in East St. Louis. Then thereis 80 
cents across the Dridge. Then we figure 32 
cents a bushel for delivering.’’

Two of the other four principal coal com- 
panies have advanced their prices, namely, 
the Consumers’ Ooal Co. and the Girard Coal 
Co. The remaining two companies, the 
Madison Coal Uo. and the McKinley Coal Co., 
have not yet advanced, but are consulting on 
the subject. 

Mr. Crittenden McKinley, President of the 
McKinley Coal Co., was seen in his office in 
the Laclede Butiding, and he.said: ‘‘I have 
just gotten back from the East. We were 
talking about that last night (referring 
to the advancing of the price of coal). 
We are always ready for a raise. I guess 
we will follow in the lead of the Consolidated. 
The Girard agent isin town. They have no 
office here, but sell coal here. He is to see 
Mr. Crabb of the Madison CoalCo. The Mad- 
ison is holding out. We will doubtless come 
to some conclusion this afternoon. We have 
been making no money all summer. If we 
don’t make some money in winter I don’t 
what we will do.“

Sales Agent Clu- 
ley, of the Consolidated Co., Was asked how 
his company could afford to seil coal at that 
price, when according to his own fig- 
ures it cost the company 61.87.

ALL ON BOARD LOST. 


The Schooner Hannona Wrecked Off the 
Hawaiian Islands. 


CHIcaGo, III., Sept. 8.—A special from San 
Francisco says the schooner Hannona which 
left the Marshall Islands May 1 for San Fran- 
cisco with twelve persons aboard, 
wrecked on the reefstothe northwest of the 
Hawallan Islands and all on board lost. The 
crew numbered seven men, nearly all 
Americans, and Capt. George N. Lovedale 
and his wife and three children aboard. The 
vessel left San Francisco last February with 
a cargo of general merchandise for trading 
with the natives of the South Sea Islands. 
She had also on board six whale 
boats and a handsome yacht 
Banalanj, the ruler of 
islands. She arrived safely at Jaluit, after a 
passage of thirty-two days and dis- 
charged her cargo in good order. She 
shipped a load of capra andieft for 
San Francisco. Forty days later a 
whaling schooner found one of the boats 
floating bottom up near the scene of the 
wreck. Capt. Lovedale was one of the oldest 
and best known seamen on the coast and was 
for years harbor master of San Diego. He 
was possessed of considerable property and 
made a will only a few days before he sailed. 
The schooner Hannona was comparatively a 
new vessel. The crew, cargo and everything 
are now at the bottom of the Pacific.

Sufficient.money to pay for the animals 
purchased from the Fair Grounds Associa- 
tion for the Forest Park Zoo“ has Bot 
yet been received by Mr. N. O. NELson, 
the treasurer of the Zoo fund.

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NITRATE DIPLOMACY. 


According to RICHARD TRUMBULL’S 
pamphlet, it was the prospect of gain 
through the sale of the Government’s 
nitrate beds at Tarapaca to a stock com- 
pany which prompted BALMACEDA’S 
usurpation and lured him to his ruin.

BLAINE was GARFIELD’S Secretary, and it 
is hoped that no investigation will admin- 
ister another dose of it to us in the shape of 
stock in BALMACEDA’S proposed syndicate, 
placed where it would ‘‘do the most 


good.

Wm. A. Parrish Arrives in the City to 
Find His Brother and Bring Him Back 
to Detroit to Testify Against the Men 

no Compelled Him to Leave That 


City. 


Wm. A. Parrish of Detroit is in the city 
looking for his brother, Frank B. Parrish, 
who ts wanted as the principal witness in the 
famous Perrin abduction case, now on trial 


in that city. Frank fied from Detroit a few 


months ago to escape being murdered, as he 
had been threatened with death by the ab- 
ductors of old man Perrin for the part he 
took in bringing them to justice. 

The abductors are now on trial in the 
Criminal Court of Detroit and the Perrin 
case is the all absorbing topic of conversa- 
tion in every household of the Oity of the 
Straits. It is one of the most interesting 
criminal cases ou record and the inhabitants 
of Detroit are as deeply absorbed in it as the 
people of Chicago were in the Cronin case. 


STORY OF THE ABDUCTION, 


Joseph Perrin is the older brother of the 
firm of Perrin Bros., the millionaire millers, 
and he has one of the largest and prettiest 
residences in the city. On the night of 
March 19, a cab drove up in front of his 
dwelling and a young man rushed up to the 
front door witha note. Mr. Perrin’s nephew, 
Hasselbach, carried the note to his uncle and 
the young man as soon as ieft 
alone disappeared from the front door. 
The letter was a summons from one of Mr. 
Perrin’s close friends living in a distant part 
ofthe town, saying he was dying and to 
please call and see him before he breathed 
his last. Putting on his coat Mr. Perrin left 
the house. 

For two days his family awaited his return. 
In the meantime a check for $10,000 and a 
note for $20,000 signed by Joseph Perrin were 
presented at the bank where Mr, Perrin did 
business, but the teller, knowing that Mr. 
Perrin never signed checks perso 
refused to pay either the note or 
check. On the evening of the 
second day after Mr. Perrin’s disappearance 
astranger called at the Perrin mansion and 
saw the niece and nephew of the old gentle 
man privately. He said the miller was held 
as hostage until the check and note 
were paid, and demanded cash for 
the paper. It was refused him and he 
left the house. Hasselbach and his sister at 
once informed the police and the press. The 
city was scoured that night, and the newspa- 
pers printed long accounts of the abduction. 
The following night Mr. Perrin walked into 
his house, and after receiving the embraces 
of his family, who greeted him as one who 
had been dead and come to life again,. he 
told a most interesting story. 

MR. PERRIN’S EXPERIENCE. 

After jumping in the cab he said the driver 
hurried to a lonely part of the 
city and stopped. The doors of the 
carriage were suddenly pulled open and two 
masked men pounced upon him. They bound 
him hand and foot, biindfolded his eyes and 
placeda gag in his mouth. The carriage 
droveon and wound about through many 
streets before it stopped again. 
Perrin’s feet were released and he 
was escorted into a house and placed on a 
bed tin a plainly furnished room. Three 
masked men were in the room when the 
bandages were removed from his eyes and 
he was soon informed of the mean- 
ing of the , strange proceeding. 
His captors need $30,000 and proposed 
to get it from him. He must sign a note and 
check and remain in the house until they 
were paid. Knowink, they could not realize 
on a check or note si by him personally 
he readily agreed, and his signature as 
Joseph Perrin was soon on the two 
small slips. For three days he 
was kept inthe darkened room, always in 
the company of one of hig captors. On the 
second day he was told that if the note was 
not paid he would be killed. They could not 
understand why the dank refused to 
pay the check and asked him, 
but he claimed to be ignorant. 
When the men saw the morning papers on 
the third day they became alarmed. They 
saw the police would soon be on their track, 
and they decided to release the old gentle - 
man. About 90’clock he was bandaged and 
gagged and thrown intoacab. The cabman 
drove about the city for an hour,and when 
he stoppea Mr. Perrin was pushed out on the 
sidewalk with his eyes blindfolded, his mouth 
gagged but with his arms and legs free. Be- 
tore he could undo the rags his captors were 
gone. On getting his Dearings he hurried to 
his home to ease the minds of his relatives, 
who believed he had been killed. 

The police and detective forces worked 
every clew to find the bandits, but at the end 
of the month were as much in the dark as 
when they begun. Frank Parrish, a dar- 
tender, was the first tothrow a ray of light 
on the case. He overheard the con- 
versation of a half drunken man 
in which the names of the three Consadine 
drothers—John, William and Georgé—were 
mentioned. They are saloon keepers in De- 
troit, and have unenviable reputations, 
Frank gave up his position to aid the police 
in running down the men and was rewarded 
by finding considefable evidence, but not 
sufficient to cause their arrest. One evening 
he was called into the Consadine’s saloon and 
beaten by the brothers until he became un- 
conscious. He was then thrown out 
into the street. A physician found 
it necessary to use a needle and 
thread in dressing three wounds on his 
face and head. When he left his bed after a 
confinement of one week he was informed 
that if he did not get out of town he would be 


killed. About two months ago he went away 
and has been heard from by 
his brother in several

Thediscussion in this city crystal 
ized in a call for a convention to devise 
ways and to dulld up the business 
and knock out cutters. Invitations were 
sent out broadcast by the St. Louis Associa- 
tion to secure & representative gathering. 

OBJECT OF THE MEETING. 

The Convention was formally opened this 
morning by President Layton of the local as. 
sociation, or „ as it is also termed. 
He carefully explained the objects in view, 
and Secretary G. H. Chasklie then reada 
number of letters from wholesale and reta!! 
druggists and manufacturers of pro- 
prietary medicines. These letters were 
of a most encouraging character 
to the upholders of schedule prices. 
The manufacturers and wholesalers all de- 
clared in favor of the movement to put a stop 
to the cutting, and guaranteed their co- 
operation to bring about such a condition of 
affairs.

WANTED INFORMATION.

HORSE HANDICA PS, 


Rules Governing the Fixing of Weights 
for Races. 


AN OFFICIAL HANDICAPPER CONTRIB- 
UTES INTERESTING INFORMATION. 


St. Louis Wins a Close Game at Phila- 
delphia—Chicago Still Leading in the 
League Race—Green Morris’ Colt Rex 
Was an Easy Winner in the Partridge 
Stakes—Sporting News. 


Mr. Walter 8. Vosburg, the first official 
handicapper ever appointed in this country, 
in an article expressly written for the New 


York WORLD says: 

In handicapping I take my list of horses 
and dividethem into three or four classes. 
Then I fix atop weight and proceed to scale 
down. The record I place before me, and 
with it the notes on the running which I take 
during the races, and which contain many 
incidents not furnished in the bare record. 
My long experience with horses has given me 
some idea of condition as far as can be 
judged by appearances, and I often go to the 
paddock to see how a horse looks, his eye, 
the lining of his nostril, his coat 
and also how he pulls up. As to esri- 
mating merit by weight, I allow three 
pounds or four pounds for a length’s beating 
provided there has been a good pace from 
the start. But the most close calculations do 
not always produce the close race; there is a 
great element of chance in it. It is what 
gives life to racing. The best horse may be 
placed on the outside, and that is fully seven 
pounds disadvantage on a circular mile 
course; or, again, he may have the pole and 
get ‘‘pocketed’’ by some quicker one and 
compelled to pullout. Another thing which 
the handicapper must watch is the horses 
which are pulled up. Inaneldof ten about 
three or four finish. The balance are pulled 
up when it is found they cannot win. And 
yet the foolish public will back horses ‘‘one, 
two, three. 

WEIGHT AN IMPORTANT FACTOR. 

As to the effect of weight upon horses, it 
varies. A smart 2-year-old can defeat most 
old horses at five furlongs with something 
like scale weights. At six furlongs he cannot 
do so. Again, speaking of 2-year-olds, I 
have observed that the Eclipse Course 
straightaway at Morris Park is favorable to 
the top weights, orrather it does not make 
the same difference that a dead level does, It 
is a slight decline, and the weight does not 
tell as on a dead level. When El Rio Rey won 
in 1889 with 126 pounds people taiked ofit for 
a year, but recently His Highness won with 
128 pounds. Again, a deep track is unfavor- 
able to heavy-weights; so is a strong pace, 
but neither of these is so fatal as a jostle or a 
wide turn or anything that unsettles a horse 
in his stride. Provided he can catch his 
stride and has no interference weight sel- 
dom beats a horse, and therein is the beauty 
of straightaway courses. 

Continuing in reference to weight that 
should be puton horses as an equality, he 
says: The theory of handicapping is to give 
all horses a chance to bring the champion of 
the turf upon an equality with the worst 
horse in the race. I think a first-rate horse 
like Salvator, Firenzi, Tenny or Longstreet 
can concede 50 pounds to a real bad one. But 
let anyone try it here and he will not get a 
field. Racingin Americaisona gate-money 
basis. You are compelled to handicap in such 
a manner as will insure the largest number of 
starters of the best class. Hence a legitimate 
handicap is impossible in America. In En- 
gland Es are different, as that people isa 
nation | rismen. Afew years ago Ison- 
omy won the Manchester Cup, one and five- 
eighth miles, with 188 pounds, conceding 
fifty-five pounds to King Sheppard, a horse 
of hisown age. If you asked that of a horse 
here his owner would consider you insane. 
See how they landed Foxhall. He won the 

Cambridgeshire with 126 pounds, and he a 3- 
year old. Some of the horses he beat had 
only eighty-seven pounds. If you asked that 
fora s8-year-old here there would de a hue 
andcry. In 1888 Minting won the Jubilee 
Stakes at Kempton, one mile, with 
140 pounds by three lengths; nine or ten of 
his feild had less than 95 pounds. It only 
proves what I contend that there is 50 
pounds between a great one and a poor one. 
That is legitimate handicapping. But here 
the handicaps are all won by the cracks 
horses merely because you dare not give the 
cracks more than 128 pounds and have any 
chance of thelr accepting. The result is that 
the owners of the poor class of horses have 

no chance and are fools to enter at all. That 
they are getting wise is shown by the fact 
that the entries to the big handicaps have 

fallen off one-half since 1886. 

It was to overcome this difficulty that last 
winter I evolved the divided handicap 
scheme which first handicaps all horses in 
the race and then divides them into two 
races, the separating line being 106 pounds 
and all the second division are raised fifteen 
pounds. But you know how peevish human 
nature is. When a man invents anything 
every one else feels that he has a grievance 
against the inventor because he has not him- 
self invented it. My plan was assailed, but 
it was tried in the Cherry Diamond and 
Fourth of July Handicaps and was a success, 
the latter having 101 nominations—the 
greatest of the year. The plan will be car- 
ried out next year with 100 pounds asthe 
dividing line. It is only suitable for large 
handicaps and is the only means of giving the 
poorer class of horses a chance.
